They must be addressed to the Secretary, and accompanied with a note, describ¬ 
ing them as they are meant to be inserted in the Catalogue, (no Advertisement, unne¬ 
cessary Quotation, or Narrative, can be admitted). At the back of each Frame must be 
written the Name of the Artist, and the Number (if there are more than one) to which 
it refers in his List :—particular accuracy is requested in this respect. 

The Frames of Miniatures must in no case exceed two inches and a half in 
width and one in depth ; and those whose greatest dimension is six inches, cannot 
be allowed more than two inches in width and one in depth. 

No Works which have already been publicly exhibited ;—no Copies of any 
kind (excepting Paintings in Enamel, and Impressions from unpublished Medals, in 
which cases, the name of the original Designer must be specified ;)—no mere transcripts 
pf the objects of Natural History;—no Vignette Portraits, nor any Drawings without 
Back Grounds, (excepting Architectural Designs) can be received. 

Each Picture, or Drawing, must be in a separate Frame ; or, if a. Series of 
Designs from one Story be at any time admitted in the same Frame, they must be 
enumerated as distinct pieces. 

All Works sent to the Royal Hibernian Academy for Exhibition, are sub¬ 
mitted to the approval or rejection of the Council, whose decision is final, and may be 
ascertained by application at the Academy, in the week after they have been left there. 

The Porters of the Academy are instructed not to receive any Works that 
obviously vary from the above regulations. 

The next Exhibition will open on the 20th of April 1829.—All Works in¬ 
tended for it, must be sent in, on or before the 10th of said Month. 


Every possible care will be taken of Works sent for exhibition; but the Royal Hibernian 
Academy cannot hold itself responsible for any injury which they may accidentally receive. 
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In addition to the very extensive and valuable donation of Books, for which 
the Academy were last year indebted to the liberality of their learned friend Edward 
Houghton, Esq. they have now to acknowledge the receipt of various costly Literary 
Works presented to them within the last few months by the same public spirited 
Member of their Body.
